(rue-to-name; also to reach the customer alive, and in good growing con- 
dition.

All our Nursery Stock is grown on rotated soil, vigorous stock 
can never be obtained by growing it year after year on the same soil. 
A profitable crop of corn cannot be obtained the second and third 
years of continuous cropping and neither can a vigorous, disease free 
tree be obtained the second and third years. 

A well balanced fertilizer is necessary to obtain a perfect tree. 
A fertilizer that developes the tree in a vigorous growing condition. 
Fruit trees grown this way will net handicap the orchardman by mak- 
ing him have to develop the other parts of the tree caused by a de- 
ficiency of some particular element, before his tree is ready to start 
down the road to greater profits. 

The rootstock is a very important factor to consider; some- 
times trees prove very disappointing because the rootstock is not ad- 
aptable to existing conditions. All of Worley’s fruit trees are grown 
on the standard rootstocks; French crab apple. French pear, Myrobal- 
an es Mazzard or Mahaleb Cherry, and the North Carolina Natural 
Peach. 

When selecting varieties you should use your best judgment 
because once a variety is planted it is a very expensive proposition 
to change it, we realize that and this is why we are making every 
possible effort to be sure your trees are true to variety. 

Dr. Upshall of the Vineland Experiment Station states the fol- 
lowing concerning this point in an article written by him on ‘“‘Sugges- 
tions on the Purchase of Nursery Stock.” “When choosing varieties. 
personal experience is the best guide and the second best is the ex- 
perience of the neighbors who have orchards on the same soil type. 





In a consideration of new varieties advice should be obtained from the 
local agricultural representative or your nearest experiment station. In 
most cases it is wise to plant only small planting of new varieties.” 

You can not get a complete story on any variety in any Nur- 
sery Catalogue and this includes ours. The history, adaptability, di- 
sease resistance, shipping quality, and various other points concerning 
any variety is enough to fill a catalogue itself. Melvin Worley, during 
his studies at Penn State College spent several semesters studing varie- 
ties and orchard management and he is not able to give you complete 
information on all varieties, but we feel sure he is able to give you 
some valuable information concerning these varieties and with the 
use of his private library can give you complete details concerning 
this problem and various other problems connected with orchard man- 
agement. 

I do all the selecting of the buds to be sure at the start that 
they are true to name. My son and I travel over 5,000 miles during the 
budding season to cut buds from selected superior strains of fruit. We 
go to the bearing orchard where the orchardmen, we are sure, can take 
better care of the bearing trees than we could. 

After the trees are grown we get Dr. Upshall, who is the great- 
est authority in the world on peach varietial identification, to inspect 
our whole Nursery, not just part of it, to be further convinced that our 
trees are true to name.

This is to certify that Worley’s Nurseries salable stock of apple, 
pear, plum, and cherry trees has been inspected for mixtures in the 
summer of 1940 and to the best of our knowledge is true-to-name as 
it stands in the nursery row. 

It is impossible to positively distinguish all varieties of peaches 
in the nursery row, but the salable peach trees have been carefully 
examined and are thought to be true-to-name.

We are able to sink this digger 
to any depth in any weather condition that’s necessary for the proper removal 
of stock; retaining the whole complete healthy root system. We have and can 
sink this digger to a depth of two feet into the soil.

CHERRY TREES THAT EXCEL 


Cherry trees will not thrive on flat or wet land, the soil must be dry; it might 
be light sand or clay loam, or any soil between these; the only stipulation is dryness. 


Also another important fact about cherry trees is the rootstock; namely, the 
Mazzard and Mahaleb. The Mazzard is the old type rootstock that your father and 
Grandfather would graft. These are natural sweet cherry roots and live over a 
long period. The other is the Mahaleb, the imported sour cherry root. This root- 
stock is standard for sour cherries but when sweet cherry varieties are budded on 
this root they usually have a shorter life than when budded on the Mazzard root- 
stock. Worley’s Nurseries can furnish you cherry trees on each of these roots.
